DETAILED ACTION

This application contains claims 9-14 and 18-20 which are drawn to an invention 
nonelected without traverse in Paper No. 2. A complete reply to the final rejection must

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b or e) as being anticipated by 
JP 61171429, WO009512371, Lemole, WO 99/15121, Heimberger et al., Aoki et al. 
'156, Aoki et al. '050, Kim et al., or Mosesson et al. 

The references each teach all of the claimed ingredients together, namely 
calcium ion, an organic acid and thrombin. 
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Applicant argued that Mosesson does not teach that there is enough thrombin ii 
the composition to stabilize the composition. This is applicant's opinion. The 
composition is just that a composition.
